MIKES ADDRESS AT CAPATOL 


Address Largely Confined 
to 
Banks 
and Banking; 
Securing Deposits 
Is Advocated. 


Columbus, Ohio, Feb. 19.—W. .1. 
Bryan’s visit to Columbus was sig­ 
nal ized by the Democratic State Cen­ 
tral Committee unanimously indors­ 
ing his candidacy for President. Mr. 
Brvan arrived at the Southern Hotel 
while the committee was still in ses­ 
sion, and upon being introduced to 
the members, paused long enough to 
say that he found “a keen feeling 
throughout flic country that our ef­ 
forts will not 1h> in vain/* 
While indorsing Mr. Bryan, the 
State Committee made provision in 
the call for the State convention, by 
which the voters of any county in 
which there is a 
registration city 
may express their preference for a 
candidate for President by having 
the names of candidates printed on 
delegate tickets. 
This action was 
taken at the request of Hamilton 
County Democrats, who favor the 
nomination of Judson Harmon of 
Cincinnati, former Attorney General 
of the United States under President 
Cleveland, for the Presidency. 
In an address on the need of a 
bank inspection and regulation law, 
l»efore an audience that tilled the 
hall of the House of Representatives 
yesterday afternoon, William Jen­ 
nings Bryan charged that the big 
banks of the- country are opposing 
the enactment of adequate State and 
National laws for bank inspection, 
regulation and deposit guarantees. 
Bryan referred to his unsuccess­ 
ful attempts to get through the Na­ 
tional Congress and his own State 
Legislature bank regulation bills. He 
disclaimed credit for originating the 
n 
n 
plan of guaranteeing bank deposits. 
He said the big banks of the country 
caused their defeat on the plea that 
such a law’ would place small banks 
and all banks on an equal footing 
as to the safety of depositors. 
He 
decried the distrust of banks as un­ 
just and unfounded, and said the 
banks of this country are in the main 
safe, but they need regulation. 
He said if deposits were guaran­ 
teed the people would replace the 
money, too often hoarded, in the 
banks, 
whereupon 
business 
confi­ 
dence would be restored. 
He com­ 
pared the conditions of 1893 and the 
recent financial troubles. 
The first, 
he said, had l)een preceded by a drop 
in values and the increase in the pur­ 
chase power of the dollar. 


Stoessel Submits Case. 
St. Petersburg: The trial of Lieu­ 
tenant General Stoessel reached the 
last act Tuesday, the prosecution 
waiving the privilege of putting in 
rebuttal to the defense. 
The last 
W’ord was given to the accused Gen­ 
eral, who uttered only a few sen­ 
tences in a firm voice and shouldered 
the entire responsibility for the sur­ 
render of Port Arthur. “ If the Court 
decides that the surrender of Port 
Arthur was a crime,” he concluded, 
“I ask for the death sentence.

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS LOST 


Lights Deranged, Gas Plants Disabled, 
Fuel and Food Scarce and 
Waathar Cold. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 17. — After 
reaching thirty and seven-tenths feet 
at noon Sunday atid remaining at 
that stage for three hours, the nigh 
water in the rivers is now’ slowly re­ 
ceding. 
The danger mark in this 
city is twenty-two feet. 
The dam­ 
age and suffering caused by the an­ 
nual flood is widespread. 
As rar as 
is known, there has been no loss of 
human life, and this is attributed 
to the early warning of the local 
United States Weather Bureau. Live 
stock have perished in considerable 
numbers, and there are many reports 
of persons having narrow’ escapes 
from death in an endeavor to save 
their property. 
Miles 
of 
territory 
in 
Greater 
Pittsburg 
and 
vicinity 
are 
sub­ 
merged, and it will he late today be- 
for the water will be back in the 
channels of the rivers and numerous 
small streams. 
Thousands of busi­ 
ness houses in the downtown portion 
of Pittsburg are attempting to clear 
the collars of their buildings of wa­ 
ter. 
Every few’ feet along the side­ 
walks men are pumping w’atcr and 
hundreds of these little streams can 
be seen spurting into the streets. 
Electric 
light 
plants 
in 
these 
buildings, and other valuable ma­ 
chinery, is practically a total loss. 
The actual monetary damage can 
not be ascertained at this time, hut 
from all accounts it will run up to 
several million dollars. 
The suffering caused by the high 
w’ater is intense. 
Thousands of per­ 
sons are living in the upper floors 
of their homes, using sffiffs as a 
means of transportation. 
The low­ 
er portionsT)f their homes are filled 
w’ith water. 
In many instances, the 
household goods were not removed, 
owing to lack of time, and chairs, ta­ 
bles, pianos and bric-a-brac are float­ 
ing about in the rooms. 
To add to 
the suffering of the victims, the 
w’eather grew’ cold yesterday and 
snow fell. 
The gas connection of 
the houses has boon disarranged, and 
in there present damp condition life 
is made miserable for the unfortu­ 
nate occupants.

Tyler, Texan, Feb. 15.—J u a t be­ 
fore four o’clock yesterday moiming 
a terrible cyclone hit the e a ste rn \j> a rt 
of Tyler in the residence d is tru ^ 
tearing houses to kindling and kill 
ing four people. 
Without warning- 
so it seems, the cyclone struck in the 
southwestern part of the city an 
quickly traversed the town. ?So far 
only four are known to be dead. One 
family—husband, wife and baby—• 
were killed, and also an aged negro 
man. 
The path of the cyclone does not 
exceed one hundred feet, and even 
people living beside the path did not 
know that anything was wrong until 
they awoke at daybreak. 
The dead a re : C. A. Francis, Mrs. 
Willie Francis, the baby of Mr. and 
Francis, Mose Lee, an aged negro. 
The house in which the Francis 
family lived was picked up from the 
blocks bodily and scattered for over 
a mile in the path of the storm. The 
body of Mr. Francis was found two 
hundreds from the site of the house, 
and their baby was down in the 
street some distance from the house. 
The cyclone then seemed to lift, 
passing across to another hill al­ 
most a quarter of a mile distant, in 
which lived the aged negro, Mose 
Lee, tearing his house into kindling 
wood. 
The negro was found in the 
debris after daybreak. 
Ju st .across 
the street it struck the house of Tom 
Jackson, a negro, tearing it entirely 
to pieces hut not hurting any of the 
occupants. 


Three Towns Destroyed in Mississippi.

in the penitentiary not less than two 
nor more than five years.

BUI DRAINAGE PROJECT. 


Valuable South Texas Lands to Be 
Redeemed. 
After more than a year's work the 
big drainage ditch extending from 
a point on the Texas and New Or­ 
leans railroad, hetween Pine Irjnnd | 
and China, has been completed t o 1 
Green Pond gully, lying in section i 
51, Texas and New Orleans Kail road, 
and this season will drain a large 
area of land, which as soon as the 
laterals connecting with the canal are 1 
completed, is estimated at from 17,- 
000 to 20,000 acres. 
The big ditch is eight miles long. I 
It is five feet deep and twenty-seven 
feet in width and has cost about 
$20,000, while with the laterals pro­ 
jected to be built extending out for 
a distance of several miles on each 
side the canal, will cause the aggre­ 
gate cost to he between $25,000 and 
$30,000. 
The 
ditch 
will 
drain 
large area of land in what is com­ 
monly known as the Lawhon marsh, 
and thousands of acres of rich and 
fertile lands, whi.h have heretofore I 
lain fallow because of insufficient 
drainage, will be rendered suitable! 
for rice farming, truck or general ! 
fa rming. 
The big ditch was built by Arthur 
Fox, of China under a contract with 
the owners of the lands intersected 
by the ditch. 
One of the principal 
land owners was the Beaumont Irri­ 
gation company, while a number of 
rice farmers whose lands will he 
greatly benefited by reason of the 
construction of the canal also paid 
their proportional cost of the expen­ 
diture. 
The completion of the big ditch 
marks Jefferson county’s first experi­ 
ment in drainage on a large scale, 
and in addition to the direct benefits 
conferred on the property of those 
building the ditch it will indirectly 
ben tit a large area besides the hold­ 
ings of the property owners contigu­ 
ous to the ditch. 
The improvement was contracted 
for in August, lDOfi, prior to the en­ 
actment of the Griggs drainage law 
by the Texas Legislature, for which 
reason those interested in the proj­ 
est did not avail themselves of the 
statute in constructing the ditch. 
1’he plans originally agreed upon 
projected the ditch to he built to a 
connection with Taylor’s bayou, near 
Fanncttc, and this extension may he 
realized in the future, though not at 
once, as Mr. Fox has complied with 
his contract and the same has been 
accepted.

Just a Good Tip. 
In order to be certain of getting a 
stand of cotton, the land should be 
prepared some time before planting, 
so that it may settle and become com­ 
pact. 
A 
compact, 
firm 
condition 
enables enough water to be drawn 
up from the subsoil to sprout the 
seed, even in dry weather. 
A good 
plan is to list cotton land in the fall, 
winter or early spring with two f o l ­ 
lows of a turn plow. 
Then, just 
before planting, the middles should 
he broken out. 
This gives a firm 
soil to plant in, and a clean, fresh 
bed for the plants. 
Planting time 
usually iriarks the beginning of dry 
weather, when 
the 
farmer should 
begin to work to save moisture. 
If 
prepared just before planting, with­ 
out previpus listing, the land should 
be rolled, dragged or harrowed, so 
as to make it firm. 
Often when the 
weather is dry, cotton seed lie in the 
ground from April to June on acr 
count of being planted on a loose, 
fresh bed. 
Did you ever notice in a 
very dry season that the cotton or 
wheat came up well near a turn row, 
where

packed

ground, when it did not come up 
over the rest 
of

rule.

Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale on Their 
W ork and Influence. 


In his Monthly Talk in the Woman’s 
Home Companion, Dr. Edward Ever­ 
ett Hale says.* 
“Will you please to remember that 
the bottom rock of American success 
is the habit or determination that every 
place, village, town, neighborhood, or 
whatever you call it, shall have home 
rule. 
If I and Mr. Goodchild want 
to have a road and a bridge which 
shall go back to the 
rhododendron 
swamp, we build the road and we build 
the bridge with such help as he can 
get from Mrs. Tucker or from Mr. 
Champlin, and we do not write to a 
sub-prefect, who writes to a prefect, 
who 
writes 
to 
an 
assistant com­ 
mandant, who writes to an intendent, 
who writes to the secretary of engi­ 
neers, who sends word to us from the 
seat of government whether we may 
build it. 
Life where you stand ex­ 
presses the foundation principle, the 
subsoil, the hard pan, the bed rock of 
American life. 
“Now, a very queer thing has de­ 
veloped in the evolution of this prin­ 
ciple. 
It has proved that where the 
men of the country have been too 
busy, or have thought they were, to 
attend to their own affairs, the wom­ 
en have been able to attend to them 
better than the men do. 
“Take this business which I have re­ 
ferred to, of a neighborhood library, 
feeding a region of not more than four 
or five thousand people. 
The affairs 
of that library, if they are well con­ 
ducted, are conducted by the women 
of the neighborhood.
